The Trial

One after another the men 
trose in the dock to condemn 
the British administration and 
military courts as “unlawful,” 
accuse, British forces of atro- 
cities against prisoners taken 
at Acre and to express their joy 
at the opportunity to saerifice 
themselves -for ‘the cause of the 
Jewish nation. 

In an eloquent and well com- 
posed oration, one of the uc- 
cused, Inbib, called the atten. 
tion of the three British officers 
of the court to the examples of 
Ireland and the United States 
in freeing themselves from Brie 
tish rule. The other two de- 
fendants remained silent, hav- 
ing engaged lawyers to defend 
them.
